Every  dahlia  tuber 
will  have  one  or  more  visible  live  “eyes”  or  sprouts. 
None  of  our  stock  is  propagated  from  green  plants 
and  cuttings.  Orders  will  be  filled  from  strong, 
plump,  field-grown  stock,  and  no  dried-up,  inferior 
goods  will  be  sold  to  anyone.  Full  directions  on  cul- 
ture will  be  enclosed  with  each  order,  if  requested. 

No  substitution  unless  permission  is  given. 

Varieties  offered  are  subject  to  previous  sale  and 
will  be  sent  postpaid  in  U S.  and  Canada  on  all  orders  of 
$2.00  and  over.  No  orders  accepted  for  less  than 
$1.00.  Shipments  of  Glads  will  be  made  about  April 
1st  to  May  1st.  Dahlias  from  April  15th  to  May  1st. 
Order  early,  as  many  good  varieties  are  frequently 
sold  out  long  before  planting  time.  Terms  are  cash 
with  order  or  before  delivery,  but  a deposit  of  20 
per  cent  will  hold  early  orders  for  future  delivery. 
C.  O.  D.  orders  must  be  accompanied  by  at  least 
25  per  cent  cash.  No  orders  held  after  May  1st  un- 
less fully  paid  for. 

GUARANTEE. — We  guarantee  our  stock  to  be 
true  to  name  and  to  arrive  in  growing  condition,  and 
will  replace  any  that  may  prove  otherwise.  If  a 
shipment  does  not  arrive  in  satisfactory  condition, 
notify  us  at  once.

On  account  of  its  long  keeping  qualities  the  Gladiolus 
is  one  of  the  very  best  flowers  for  cutting.  If  cut  in  the 
morning  when  the  first  buds  open  and  given  fresh  water 
daily  they  will  last  a week  or  more  and  every  bud  will 
open  to  the  top. 

Those  marked  (K)  are  famous  Kunderd  originations, 
while  (D)  indicates  those  from  Diener.  Varieties  marked 
( * ) are  Primulinus  type.
